THJE  DECAY  OF  THE  HOME  FEEL¬ 
ING. 

We  hav*  noticed  remark*  in  aome  jour¬ 
nal*  upou  the  change  which  seems  to  be 
coming  over  th*  meaner  of  observing  our 
Thanksgiving  festivals.  The  traditional 
ting  and  joviality  remain,  but  theocca- 
aiona  are  leas  prominently  gatherings  at 
home  than  they  used  to  be.  They  are  n* 
longer  looked  forward  to  a*  the  great  fam 
ily  event  of  the  year,  tor  which  supreme 
efforts  must  be  made  by  all  the  members  to 
,  oin  etch  other  around  the  old  fireside. 
How,  ao  many  as  can  do  so  without  incon¬ 
venience  will  honor  the  occasion  with 
tbeir  presence ;  others  will  stay  away  upon 
slight  excase,  and  the  party  will  be  made 
by  inviting  in  friends  and  neighbors, 
e  comprehensive,  exclusive  family  gath¬ 
erings  ur  past  Thanksgiving*  grow  rarer 
every  tear,  and  threaten  to  become  obso 
lete.  The  change  of  which  we  speak 
would  i>a  ot  little  importance  did  it  con 
earn  merely  the  way  in  which  a  particular 
festival  should  b*  celebrated,  for  this  is  a 
point  subject  to  fashion.  It  is  the  result 
influences  which  are  altering  tha  as 
poets  of  our  whole  social  life.  In  view  of 
the  nature  of  these  influences  and  of  their 
ultimate  tendency  it  becomes  a  subject  of 
grays  consideration. 

Th*  ties  of  American  family  life  are  an 
dergoiog  a  weakening  prooeaa.  Fashion, the 
resiles*  spirit  of  enterprise,  tha  rack! 

of  •  peculation,  the  activity  which, 
•ends  men  U  the  four  quarter*  ot  the  earth 
at  a  few  hours’  notice,  hid  fair  to  destroy 
them,  and  to  extinguish  the  old-fashioned 
love  of  home.  Young  m«a  do  not  think 
now  of  settling  down  on  the  old  place. 
Their  first  Impulse  when  they  are  old 
enough  ia  to  go  away.  They  remove  to 
the  West,  emigrate  to  a  foreign  land,  or 
become  travellers  by  business.  The  yearly 
ourney  back  to  the  homestead  becomes 
nconvenient.  It  ia  given  up,  and  the  old 
place  i*  forgotten,  or  is  remembered  only 
■a  a  dull,  old-fashioned  spot,  whose  stupid 
life  one  is  fortunate  to  have  exchanged  for 
that  of  a  more  “go-ahead,”  money-making 
world. 

The  excuse  ia  made  that  the  visit  will 
taka  up  time,  and  involve  trouble  sad  ex- 
penae  which  cannot  be  afforded.  It  is  a 
pretext.  Our  fathers  had  to  trudge 
tediously  over  hard  roads;  they  were  days 
in  traversing  distances  that  we  pass  over 
in  hoar*  ;  the  dimes  they  spent  were  worth 
as  much  to  them  aa  the  dollars  wa  deal  in 
they  never  found  the  journey  too  long,  or 
troublesome,  or  expensive,  but  made  it 
they  bad  to  economize  for  the  whole  of  the 
of  the  year.  The  real  cause  of  th* 
disuse  of  the  good  old  custom  ia  that  wa 
care  lea*  for  boose  than  our  fatbem  did. 
and  will  not  endure  the  pains  they  took  to 
get  back  there.  The  prevailing  object 
»nd  views  of  life  are  different  from  what 
they  were.  Greed  aud  a  craving  for  ex¬ 
citement  arc  taking  the  place  of  the  do¬ 
mestic  affection  and  attachment  for  the  old 
place*  which  once  ruled. 

Our  bomis  themselves  are  parsing  away. 
Parent*  chafe  at  being  left  alone,  and  re¬ 
move  to  join  tbair  children,  or  sell  the  old 
place  and  go  to  town  to  live.  The  borne 
stead,  in  the  hand*  of  stronger*,  is  no 
longer  home;  the  new  place  never  gets  so 
naturalized  as  to  seem  home.  Speculation 
invades  the  neighborhood  which  had  been 
given  up  to  quiet  and  domesticity.  Rail¬ 
roads  and  manufactories  come  along,  trade 
arises,  property  becomes  valuable,  the  farm 
is  cut  up  into  building  lots,  the  house  is 
torn  down,  or  turned  into  a  shop  or  tene¬ 
ment.  How  many  heart*  have  been 
wrenched  from  thefr  moorings  by  this  pro¬ 
cess  no  one  can  estimate.
